Teen suffers 
serious head 


injuries in 
race attack 


DISTRAUGHT relatives of a 
teenager who suffered serious 
head and neck injuries in what 
police are treating as a racially 
motivated assault in Harlow 
have appealed for information 
about the incident. 

The 18-year-old victim was 
this week recovering in hospital 
in Cambridge after his skull was 
smashed by thugs. 

His cousin told the Star: “He 
was walking home in Ladyshot 
with a friend on Thursday even¬ 
ing when he was approached. 
His friend ran off and my cous¬ 
in tried to run but couldn’t get 
away and he was attacked. 

“He tried to defend himself 
with his hands because they 
landed blows to his head and 
face. He tried to cover himself 
but he fell to the floor.

“They had a hockey stick, a 
bicycle chain and a crowbar. 
His friend returned after the 
attack and called the police and 
ambulance. 

“It was a very serious incident. 
They had to operate because a 
part of the top of his skull col¬ 
lapsed and he has had a metal 
plate put in.” 

He added: “We have no doubt 
it was a hate crime. Just before 
he passed out he remembers 
hearing someone say ‘You’re 
done for you paki’ and ‘We are 
going to **** you up, you paki’. 

“The whole family are dis¬ 
traught. The hospital have told 
us the injury done to him could 
be long-term.” 


The teenager now faces weeks 
of rehabilitation before being 
allowed to return home. 

“The whole family want to tell 
people to be vigilant and stay 
safe when walking home during 
the darker evenings,” said the 
cousin. “We don’t want this to 
happen to anyone else. 

“We are working closely with 
the police to find all those 
responsible. We are appealing 
for anyone with any informa¬ 
tion to come forward.” 

Police confirmed they are 
currently seeking two men in 
connection with the attack. 

A third man has been charged 
with causing grievous bodily 
harm. He appeared in court 
and was remanded in custody 
to appear at Chelmsford Crown 
Court on December 16.

consultants thought really hard and 
was able to transfer me to Luton.” 

Deborah gave birth to twins - Ollie 
and his brother Owen - on April 7. 
Ollie weighed just 1.11b while Owen 
was 500g - half the weight of a bag of 
sugar. 

Sadly Owen passed away shortly 
after he was born while Ollie began 
a fight for life which saw him spend 
15 weeks in Luton Hospital and a 
further eight weeks in the neonatal 
intensive care unit at PAH. 

During this time his kidney failed, 
his lungs collapsed after he 
developed pneumonia and he had 
injections in his eyes to deal with a 
disease of the eye which affects 
many prematurely-born babies. 


“It was a horrific time,” said 
Deborah. “After spending 15 weeks 
at Luton we were transferred back to 
Harlow and then spent another eight 
weeks there. 

“We were told so many times that 
we were going to lose Ollie too and 
we were living on a knife edge. We 
had lost one baby and we did not 
know if we would lose the second - it 
was horrific.” 

The couple, who live in Greygoose 
Park, have been home for almost 
two weeks. Ollie is doing well and 
now weighs just over 91bs. 

“All his brain functions are fine 
now and he’s going from strength to 
strength,” said Deborah. “Family 
and friends have been amazing and 
it’s so lovely to be home with Nick 
and Ollie. It’s just good to be home.”

Labour councillor’s 
fury at ‘futile’ court 
bid to wind up HWRA 


HARLOW Council’s decision to pur¬ 
sue legal action against the town’s 
Welfare Rights & Advice service has 
been branded “vindictive” by a 
Labour councillor. 

Last month a judge sitting at the 
High Court in London ordered a full 
hearing into the Labour-run author¬ 
ity’s application for a winding up 
order. 

The service was forced to close its 
doors nearly a year ago when the 
council demanded £125,000 owed to 
it by HWRA, rejecting offers of a 
phased repayment plan including an 
immediate payment of £60,000. 

Staff were made redundant late last 
year but a small team continued in a 
voluntary capacity to provide sup¬ 
port and specialist debt and benefits 
advice to the town’s cash-strapped 
residents. 

After volunteering for several 
months they were eventually re¬ 
employed, only to be made redun¬ 
dant again following Harlow 
Council’s recent court action. 

But Labour councillor Mike Dan¬ 
vers, who sits on both the district and

county council, said: “The irony is 
they [HWRA] would have been able 
to pay the majority - up to 70/80 per 
cent - of the money owned and now 
they can’t. It seems quite futile.” 

Supporters of the service said the 
have lost contracts which were pro¬ 
viding additional funding because of 
the legal action. They have only been 
able to continue funding the court 
battle with donations and loans. 

Cllr Danvers said he believed the- 
council’s action will cost the taxpay¬ 
er significantly more than £125,000 it 
is owed but says the full cost has not 
been revealed by the authority 
despite requests from himself and 
other members. 

He told the Star that he has spoken 
out because of the “magnitude” of 
taxpayers’ money involved. “The 
cost will be hundreds of thousands of 
pounds,” he said.”Cllr Danvers criti¬ 
cised the advice given to councillors 
by officers when deciding whether or 
not to pursue the case. “We were 


given advice and much to my shame 
I took that advice,” he said. 

Council leader Mark Wilkinson 
said external legal advice has been 
sought throughout to ensure compli¬ 
ance with both contract procure¬ 
ment rules and the authority’s legal 
and financial duties. 

“HWRA took legal proceedings 
against the council in January 2013, 
meaning the council incurred fur¬ 
ther legal costs to protect its posi¬ 
tion,” he said. “HWRA was not, and is 
still not, in a position to repay the 
money it owes to the council. This 
was and remains an untenable posi¬ 
tion. 

“The council is not acting in a vin¬ 
dictive manner. It is acting to protect 
its position and to recover taxpayers’ 
money.” 

He added: “The legal fees in this 
matter are not yet finalised as the 
case is on-going but will not run into 
hundreds of thousands of pounds. 
These fees have been incurred 
defending the council against vari¬ 
ous actions taken against it by 
HWRA.”

Noise along Southern Way from 
diverted traffic was horrendous 

SIR, Your report on the Mil closure (Star, 
October 3) highlighted the inconvenience to 
drivers but not the annoyance to residents 
along Southern Way down which traffic was 
diverted. 

The noise was horrendous; it is bad enough 
even on a normal day. 

At present this road, with large uninterrupted 
sections, is designated an urban clearway. 

In practice this means it is an open playstrip 
for bikers and boy racers, whilst the relay 
baton is handed over in the early hours to the 
heavy goods delivery vehicles which thunder 
through. 

There are noise emission limits for vehicles 
which are flouted. There is a speed limit for 
goods vehicles on an urban clearway which is 
not being enforced. 

The county council could go a long way to 
addressing this problem as it has recently 
been granted powers to lower speed limits in 
residential areas - if it wishes to use them. A 
reduction, especially overnight, could help 
to alleviate a lot of die stress caused by this 
problem. 

I find it bad enough but a friend who lives at 
the other end of Southern Way in sheltered 
accommodation has told me of fellow 
pensioners having to try to catch some sleep 
during the daytime because it is impossible to 
rest at night.

Hypocrisy surrounding welfare 
rights service is nauseating 

SIR, I read the article about Harlow Welfare 
Rights & Advice (Star, September 26) with a 
sinking heart. 

I have lived in the town for most of my life 
and remember when what was then Harlow 
Welfare Rights started - a flagship advice 
service run by Harlow Council for the good 
of the residents of the town. It was held up as 
a model of excellence and copied by advice 
centres throughout the country, a resource of 
which the town was rightly proud. 

I, like many other people, have turned to 
the excellent staff at the advice centre when 
things were difficult. The advice was always 
spot on and the experienced staff are clearly 
experts in their field. 

Let’s look at the facts as reported in the Star 
article. HWRA owed £125k to the council and 
offered £60k of it up front, with an ongoing 
repayment plan which was rejected. Right 


there the council has failed to recover at least 
£60k of taxpayers’ money which was offered 
to them. 

The council then locked HWRA out of the 
advice centre in January 2013. Now, many 
months later, the building remains unused 
and the council has lost business rate relief 
on the property during that period as well as 
incurring other costs. 

Perhaps council leader Mark Wilkinson 
would like to clarify to the town’s taxpayers 
how much that was. It certainly would not 
be a trifling amount and is further money 
which Cllr Wilkinson and his colleagues have 
decided they would not collect as they would 
rather make a point. 

The council may well say that HWRA 
would not have been able to pay the further 
instalments offered after the intial £60k was 
paid. However, given that the plan which 
Sue Jones and her team put forward was 
presumably based on a projected income 
from Legal Aid and possibly from other 
funding streams, they would have needed to 
retain their base. 

As far as I can see, the apparently vindictive 
and clearly shortsighted decision of the 
council has cost the people of this town 
dearly. 

The current economic crisis is putting more 
and more people in need of such a service. 

Yet Harlow Council in its wisdom has decided 
that the service should not only be locked out 
of their building but should be closed down, 
thus depriving the very taxpayers that it is so 
anxious to protect of the help which is much 
needed. 

Then there are the legal costs. This must have 
cost the council dearly in fees and if HWRA 
really is without funds as stated, then the 
council will not be able to recoup its money in 
legal costs. 

Finally there is the money which the 
residents of Harlow are potentially losing, 


be it through unclaimed benefits, through 
employers riding roughshod where there is 
no representation for the employee, where 
creditors have charged extortionate rates. All 
of these as a result of the insistence of the 
council to deprive us of this service. 

I do not belong to the Friends of HWRA nor 
was I asked to write this letter. I just find the 
hypocrisy surrounding the whole thing quite 
nauseating.

PUPILS across Harlow will be 
rewarded for their hard work 
under a new scheme launched 
this week. 

The Harlow Educational Prog¬ 
ress Awards 2014 will recognise 
the achievements of the town’s 
young people who have shown 
progression throughout the 1 “> ' • 
school year either academically or 
through improved behaviour and 
attendance. 

The awards are being launched 
by Harlow Council, funded by the 
money it will save after chief exec¬ 
utive Malcolm Morley decided he 
would not take a pay rise this year.

Councillor Emma Toal, cab¬ 
inet portfolio holder for youth 
and citizenship, said:“I hope 
all schools will enter.

Death of union activist who 
led battle to save AEI jobs 


CHARLES Adams, one of Harlow’s 
leading trade unionists during the 
1960s and 70s, has died at the 
age of 93. 

Born in Canning Town in 1920 
the son of a merchant seaman, 

Mr Adams went to sea himself 
and served in the Royal Navy 
during the Second World War. 

He won a place as a student at 
Ruskin College, Oxford, in 1953 
but had to give this up for family 
reasons. 

After working in various 
capacities in south Essex, he 



Amalgamated Engineering Union 
convenor and was a key organiser 
of the campaign to save jobs 
when AEI was taken over by GEC 
in the late 1960s. 

He was elected president of 
Harlow AEU district committee 
but, following the battle, was 
blacklisted and was never 
employed in the engineering 
industry again. He subsequently 
obtained work with Harlow 
Council. 

A keen Labour Party activist 
throughout his adult life, in 
retirement he wrote his 
unpublished autobiography From 
West Ham to Harlow. 

Former Harlow MP Stan Newens 
said:“Charlie was dedicated to 
the cause of his fellow workers 
and devoted himself body and 
soul to fighting for their rights. 

“He was a great personality 
within the Harlow workforce.” 

Mr Adams passed away at a 
residential home in Leigh-on-Sea. 
His wife, Elsie, died before him 
but he is survived by his son, 
Terry, four grandchildren and 
eight great-grandchildren. 


Three arrested in curry 
house immigration raid 


THREE people were 
arrested by immigration 
enforcement officers 
during a raid on a curry 
restaurant in Harlow 
town centre. 

The officers visited the 
premises of Harlow 
Tandoori, in Post Office 
Road, on Saturday 
evening. 

A member of staff tried 
to leave the restaurant 
shortly after they 
arrived. Checks 
subsequently found he 
was a 21-year-old from 
Bangladesh who had 
overstayed his visa. 

A second member of 
staff - a 28-year-old man 
from Bangladesh - was 
found to be working in 
breach of his visa 
conditions. 

While the officers were 
carrying out staff 
checks a third man - a 
47-year-old also from 
Bangladesh - arrived at 
the back of the 
restaurant. 

“Once he realised that 


immigration checks 
were being carried out 
he made a run for it but 
was intercepted by an 
officer,” said a 
spokesman for Home 
Office Immigration 
Enforcement. 

All three were 
subsequently released 
on immigration bail 
while work to remove 
them from the UK is 
carried out. 

The spokesman added: 
“Operations like this are 
carried out across the 
UK every day as we 
continue to target illegal 
immigration and illegal 
working,” said the 
Home Office 
spokesman. 

“I hope it sends out a 
message to those who 
are here illegally and 
those who would 
employ them. 

Businesses must carry 
out the correct checks 
on staff or they could 
end up with a heavy 
fine.”

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Fears for future of youth services 
as county considers funding cut 


YOUTH services in Harlow face an uncer¬ 
tain future after it was claimed Essex 
County Council is planning to slash spen¬ 
ding. 

Possible cuts of around £3m could see 
more than 150 youth workers at risk of los¬ 
ing their jobs and a slimmed-down youth 
service moving towards a commissioning 
model with services provided by the vol¬ 
untary and private sector. 

County Hall was due to embark on con¬ 
sultations this week but was forced to delay 
the launch after the decision to consult 
was challenged by a councillor. 

However, Labour parliamentary hopeful 
for Harlow Suzy Stride said she was 
shocked when she found out about the 
proposals. 

“The Tory administration want to make 
massive cuts to the service, essentially 
resulting in ECC delivering hardly any 
youth services and instead pushing all of 
the burden onto the voluntary sector who 
do great work but will not be able to meet 
all of the needs,” she said. 

“We are talking about 178 youth workers 
throughout Essex at risk of losing their jobs 
and with them we will lose the fantastic 
youth service which is helping to change 
the lives of many young people in Harlow. 

“The youth service is a vital service for 
our young people; it would be devastating 
to lose it. I’ll fight to save this vital service.” 

Joanne Everett, 20, who uses Harlow 
Youth Centre, said: “The youth service got 
me out of my flat, kept me off the streets 
and stopped me from self-harming. I can 
be myself here.

“The youth workers are helping me back 
to work. They shouldn’t close our youth 
centre down or things will go downhill. We 
need our youth club and youth workers.” 

Labour county councillor Karen Clemp- 
ner, who represents the Harlow West divi¬ 
sion, said: “Harlow has already suffered 
the loss of a number of youth services, with 
the closure of the Occasio House One Stop 
Shop as well as reduced funding for youth 
cafe facilities. 

“If we are to stop vital services being lost 
in Harlow we must fight these cuts. When 
the consultation starts I would encourage 
all those providing services to young peo¬ 
ple, young people themselves and their 
parents to let Essex County Council know 
how valuable the services are to young 
people in Harlow.” 

An ECC spokesman said: “The council 
had planned to begin consultation on the 
future of Essex youth services on Tuesday. 

“The decision to consult on the future of 
youth services has been called in by a 
county councillor. It is a councillor’s right 
to request this and means that the decision 
to consult will be put temporarily on hold 
to allow for further consideration, prior to 
publication. 

“However, Essex County Council does 
still intend to consult on this issue and will 
issue appropriate updated communica¬ 
tions once a new date and next steps are 
confirmed.”

Government adds 
further £100m to 
Enterprise Zones 

HARLOW’S Enterprise Zone could be in 
lineforacashboostaftertheGovernment 
announced it was pumping an extra 
£100m into zones across the country. 

Communities Secretary Eric Pickles 
announced the additional funding to 
speed up the development of zones 
designed to support businesses and cre¬ 
ate investment. 

In March 2011 the Government 
announced that 21 Enterprise Zones 
would be set up across the country in 
areas considered to have significant 
potential to secure private sector-led 
economic growth and job creation. The 
zones would benefit from reduced barri¬ 
ers for businesses including lower tax 
levels, superfast broadband and fewer 
regulatory procedures. 

A few months later the go-ahead was 
given for the 51-hectare Harlow Enter¬ 
prise Zone covering two sites at London 
Road and Templefields North East. It will 
focus on businesses from the health and 
allied industries, advanced manufac¬ 
turing and information communication 
technology sectors, with the potential to 
create up to 5,000 jobs. 

Mr Pickles said: “Enterprise Zones are 
at the centre of our plans to back busi¬ 
ness, help local economies grow strong¬ 
er and give the UK that competitive 
edge. 

“The zones are showing progress with 
over 180 businesses, half a billion 
pounds of private sector investment and 
nearly 4,000 jobs, with many more in the 
pipeline. 

“We want to help them grow further 
and faster and this extra £100m invest¬ 
ment will ensure they have the infra¬ 
structure in place to successfully attract 
even more businesses and create many 
more local jobs.”

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OAP used as 
gang’s ‘mule’ 
in bank fraud 


A DIABETIC pensioner narrowly 
escaped being sent to prison after 
admitting his part in a bank fraud. 

Sidney Carr, 68, of Mowbray Road, 
was part of a gang of fraudsters who 
swindled money from branches of 
Barclays Bank from January to 
March of this year. 

Carr, who suffers from diabetes, 
was described at St Albans Crown 
Court as a “mule” whose job it was 
to use illegally obtained bank cards 
and pin numbers to extract money 
from people’s accounts. 

Carr pleaded guilty to five offenc¬ 
es of dishonestly making a false 
representation to make a gain for 
himself or others. 

Anne Evans prosecuting said the 
defendant made little money him¬ 
self but was recruited by the gang as 
a way of repaying a debt he owed. 

He was arrested in March after 
returning to a branch of Barclays in 
Potters Bar to try to get more 
money. 


COURT REPORTER_ 
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Police arrested him and he made 
a full admission about other offenc¬ 
es he had committed on behalf of 
the gang. 

Passing sentence, Judge Steven 
Gullick told Carr he had been part 
of a highly sophisticated fraud 
which was professionally planned 
and had netted the criminals over 
£52,000. 

He described him as a “mule or 
foot soldier” for those higher up in 
the gang’s chain of command. But 
in taking into account his poor 
health and the help he had given 
police after his arrest, the judge 
said he could suspend a prison sen¬ 
tence. 

He handed Carr an 18-month jail 
term suspended for two years. He 
was also ordered to complete 300 
hours of unpaid work and ordered 
to pay a £100 statutory surcharge.

County fire chiefs accused of 
wasting £2m on solar panels 


FIRE service chiefs have been 
accused of throwing £2m down the 
drain by spending a wages surplus 
on solar panels. 

During the last financial year 
Essex Fire and Rescue Service 
underspent on wages but used the 
money to install solar panels at 31 
fire stations across the county at a 
total cost of£1.93m. 

It is estimated it will save the ser¬ 
vice £190,000 a year. 

The decision was taken at a fire 
service policy and strategy com¬ 
mittee meeting last month. 

Essex county councillor Kerry 
Smith, who attended the meeting, 
said: “During the heatwave of July 
just over one in ten fire engines 
were off the road because there 
were not enough firefighters to 
operate them. 

“The main reason for this lack of 
manpower is because the fire 
authority has not been hiring 
enough new firefighters. There 
should be a surplus of nearly £2m 


during this financial year and that 
is to be thrown down the drain on 
solar panels. 

“That £2m saving should be used 
for either employing the firefight¬ 
ers we need or keeping the money 
towards next year’s budget. 

“This is playing Russian roulette 
with people’s lives and taxpayers’ 
money. Solar panels don’t save 
lives, our brave firefighters of Essex 
do.” 

A ECFRS spokesman said: “This 
investment will not only reduce the 
service’s impact on the environ¬ 
ment it will completely pay for itself 
in under a decade and save an 
additional £2.8m over the 25-year 
life of the panels. 

“During that time they will 
reduce the service’s carbon foot¬ 
print by 486 tonnes a year, more 
than 12,000 tonnes over the next 25 
years. These figures are the most 
conservative estimate with more 
savings likely as electricity prices 
increase over the coming years.”

STAFF and volunteers from St Clare Hospice 
have been using rhubarb, nail varnish and a toy 
donkey to promote the work it does and the 
services it offers. 

Teams have been out and about in the com¬ 
munity during Hospice Care Week 
(October 7-13), visiting coffee shops, 
shopping centres and even a 
library with the props to show 
people how it is often the little 
things they do for patients and 
their families that make such a 
big difference. 

“Our chef has been known to dig 
up rhubarb at night just because a 
patient fancied rhubarb crumble for 
dessert,” said a spokeswoman for the 
Hastingwood hospice. “Whatever tempts the 
tastebuds our catering staff will try and make it, 
be it freshly fried chips at midnight to sausage 
and mash presented as if it was a MasterChef 
final!” 

The nail varnish was used to illustrate pamper 
days held for patients and their carers. “We 
couldn’t operate them without the support of 
beauty therapists who give their time for free,” 
said the spokeswoman. 

And the soft toy donkey represented a visit by a 
donkey called Jessie to the hospice earlier this 
year for a patient who loved the animals, giving 
her the chance to stroke one and feed it ginger 
biscuits. “It made her face beam and gave her 
family some wonderful memories,” said the 
spokeswoman. 

The team had plenty of other stories to tell, 
including its first wedding organised with just 48 
hours’ notice. Staff, volunteers and contacts 
organised a chauffeured car, the cake, the bunt¬ 
ing, the flowers and a cheering crowd. 

This year’s Christmas campaign will feature 
the memories of a widow whose husband died 
after a short spell in the hospice last year. The

Essis Ducay, a nursing assistant in the inpatient 
unit nursing assistant who helped create St 
Clare’s week-long campaign, said: “People often 
think the hospice is a depressing dark place but 
it is more often than not full of laughter and 
warmth and exuding care. 

“Hopefully going out into the community dur¬ 
ing Hospice Care Week means we can help dispel 
some of the myths and show that St Clare is so 
much more.” 


Grief is a journey we made together 



W HEN Sue Chambers and 
Jan Withey lost their 
husbands to the same illness 
within months of each other, 
they turned to each other for 
comfort and support. 

Strangers before they met 
when their spouses were cared 
for at St Clare Hospice, they 
have since become the best of 
friends. It is an inspiring tale of 
finding friendship through 
tragedy. 

Harlow resident Sue, who was 
married to husband Brian for 
43 years before he died in April 
2007, said: “We’ve come a long 
way from when we used to cry 
on the phone together. They say 
grief is a journey and we’re 
lucky we’ve had each other to 
lean on when we’ve needed 
someone that really 
understands how you’re feeling. 
We talk about them together 
and it keeps them alive.” 

Jan remembers seeing Sue for 
the first time while she and 
husband Tony, who died in 
January 2007, attended an 
appointment at Old Church 
Hospital in Romford, where 
both men were being treated for 
malignant brain tumours. 

“The week of Christmas Tony 
came into the hospice,” said 
Jan. “I went into the kitchen to 
make a cup of tea and Sue was 
in there, I thought ‘I’ve seen 
that lady before’ and we just got 
chatting. 

“The day Tony died Sue was 
here sitting in the lounge area. 
He passed away that evening 
and Sue just sat with me, 
holding my hand.” 

As the two women grew closer 
and their friendship 
strengthened, they discovered 
they shared lots in common. 


Sue, a former Essex Police 
secretary, said: “The first time I 
went to Jan’s house I walked in 
and she had the same colour 
carpet as me and a picture on 
her wall was exactly the same as 
one I’ve got at home. We’ve 
bought the same clothes before 
and we laugh at the same 
things.” 

Jan, who lives in Loughton 
and works in the City as a legal 
PA, added: “We’ve just been 
there for each other through the 
dark days and the not so dark 
days. It’s been six years and 
over those six years we’ve slowly 
got better. 

“It’s very good to have 
someone who has been through 
the same. That probably doesn’t 
happen very often for people to 
meet and to have had the same 
experiences. 

“I have often said that out of 
something so horrible came a 
strong friendship - we wouldn’t 
have known each other 
otherwise. We speak every day 
and I think Sue is the only one 
who really knows how I feel. 

“No-one can understand what 
you’re feeling unless it’s 


happened to you too.” 

Both women are regular street 
collectors and can often be seen 
shaking their tins outside 
supermarkets and other venues 
locally. They have also lent a 
hand at the annual Star-backed 
Midnight Walk in Harlow. 

Jan said: “A chap once came 
up to me to put money in my tin 
and he said thanks for doing 
this, not a lot of people would 
give up their time and I 
appreciate it. I was so chuffed 
and thought it was such a nice 
thing to say. 

“Someone standing shaking a 
tin enabled my Tony to come to 
St Clare and for us to use the 
services that it offers. If not for 
people doing things like this 
then we wouldn’t have the 
hospice and someone who 
needs it wouldn’t be able to 
come.”

Father’s tears for 
family he lost in 
Bam Mead blaze

THE father whose wife and five children 
were killed in the Barn Mead house fire in 
Harlow last year ago wept as he spoke of his 
“sweet memories” of his youngest daugh¬ 
ter. 

Dr Abdul Shakoor, who was the only 
survivor of the blaze which ripped 
through the downstairs of his 
family’s terraced house last 
October, appeared on the ITV 
breakfast television show 
Daybreak on Tuesday. 

His wife, Dr Sabah 
Usmani and their children 
Hira, 12, Sohaib, 11, Mun- 
eeb, 9, Rayyan, 6, and 
Maheen, 3, were all killed 
in the blaze. Police are 
treating the case as murder. 

Making a fresh appeal for 
witnesses a few days before 
the first anniversary of the 
tragedy, Dr Shakoor shed 
tears as he said his youngest 
daughter would have turned 
five this month. 

“I have really sweet memo¬ 
ries of her, you know?” he 
said. “She likes to sit, read the 
books and especially watch¬ 
ing her best programme, 

Fireman Sam. 

“There are very good, sweet 
memories in our heart and 
they are everlasting there, but 
we are missing a lot.” 

It is thought the fire started 


after burglars targeted the 
house. A car was found 
burned out nearby in what 
has been described as a pos¬ 
sibly linked incident. 

Dr Shakoor urged anyone 
with information to come 
forward. 

“All of the community 
would like to know answers 
why my innocent family was 
taken away in this way,” he 
said.

“As a great nation we want 
to make sure that the peace 
should prevail so the mums 
and the kids feel safe on the 
streets and in their homes.” 

Officers are still keen to 
trace a white man in his late 
teens to early 20s who was 
seen on a bicycle near the 
scene of the crime. 

They also want to find the 
family’s black Toshiba 
Satellite laptop computer 
which was taken in the bur¬ 
glary. 

Detective Constable Nick 
Newbury said: “A year on we 
have interviewed hundreds of 
people, we have taken nearly 
a thousand statements and 
yet we still believe that some 
of the answers we seek lie 
within the community.”

Tony Dee (60), who has 
written three books currently 
available on Amazon, moved to 
Harlow from London with his 
family in 1960 and spent his 
school days at Passmores from 
1964-71. 

“It’s amazing how powerful 
schoolday memories can be,” 
said Tony, of The Stow. “I can 
reel off every one of the names 
in the picture, right, except just 
one lad - even though it’s 
nearly 50 years ago and I’ve 
long lost touch with all of 
them. 

“While at Passmores I dreamt 
of being a writer, even though 
the school was more about 
sporting endeavour than 
‘dreaming spires’ back then. 

“It was a great school to go to 
and I mostly enjoyed my time 
there, without claiming they 
were the happiest days of my 
life.” 

He added: “The poem [which 
is included in his book Never 



Drink on An Empty Brain] has 
some poetic license for effect. 
There was no ‘one-eyed Mr 
Howard’ but I did play for the 
team and have the photo to 
prove it! 

Despite the fact I’m a lot 
smaller than many of the other 
boys, I think I struggled 
manfully to overcome my 
slightness of frame.”

Return to the classroom 
for two-character show

A PLAY of hope and humour is being revived by 
the Global Theatre Company when it brings Willy 
Russell's Educating Rita to the Harlow Playhouse 
Studio next week. 

The comedy only has two characters - hairdresser 
Rita and her Open University lecturer Frank - 
who pass through a gamut of emotions as they 
come to terms with their growing admiration for 
one another and the different social and political 
spheres in which they exist.

Luke's focused on fundraising 
to film his post-nudear drama 


A YOUNG filmmaker is hoping to 
kickstart his first short film project with a 
little help from the public. 

Luke Cliff, pictured, was on a media 
studies course at Harlow College when he 
first heard about Kickstarter - a website 
that allows people to fund creative 
projects. Now the aspiring director is 
hoping to raise £500 to make his film, 
Aftermath. 

Set in the 21st century after a nuclear 
war, it tells the story of a small group of 
people - including the protagonist Oscar 
- who leave their nuclear bunker and 
re-enter what is left of the world. 

"I have pretty much been doing this all 
my life," said Luke. “A few of my friends 
and I were messing around with film ideas 
and the idea for Aftermath came from 
that. 

"I heard about Kickstarter at college 
where one of our units was about funding 
and it seemed like a good idea to use it 
for Aftermath.” 

He added: "We've set a target of £500 
which will cover everything - cameras, 
make up, costumes, editing and a few 
props.

GARDENING & PUZZLES 



THEY are among the most spectacular sights of 
autumn as their leaves turn sizzling shades of red, 
burnt orange and yellow. 

Japanese maples, or acers, may be expensive but 
they are still as popular as ever, possibly because 
there are varieties for almost every situation, even 
if you have the smallest urban garden. 

With slow-growing types that are suitable for 
pots, larger varieties which can create stunning 
backdrops and those which will drape above 
smaller rock plants, in woodland settings or as a 
framework to ponds, there's really no excuse not 
to have a Japanese maple in your garden. 

They will grow happily on acid or alkaline soils, 
need sun for good foliage colour but should be 
kept clear of biting winds, which will burn their 
delicate foliage, or drought, which will cause their 
leaves to go brown at the tips. 

However, they're not keen on chalk, so the soil 
needs to be lime free and preferably slightly acidic. 
I've had Acer palmatum var. dissectum 'Garnet' in 
ericaceous compost in a pot for five years and it 
has thrived, being kept well watered and sheltered 
from harsh winds. Replacing the surface compost 
of the pot with new compost every year will also 
help keep the nutrients flowing in a permanent 
planting. 

Alternatively, plant them in large pots of John 
Innes loam-based compost for the best results, or 
a compost comprising equal parts John Innes No 
2 and a soil-less multipurpose compost, which will 
hang on to water and nutrients more effectively. 


in with fresh compost so the root ball sits at the 
same level as before. Water well and mulch to 
suppress weeds. 

If the leaves turn brown during summer, chanc¬ 
es are your plant's drying out. The leaves may also 
drop and the plant may appear dead, but if you 
water thoroughly and fork in well-rotted organic 
matter, it should recover. 

Generally, Japanese maples don't need pruning, 
but if you do want to keep it in check, just thin 
out overcrowded branches leaving the rest evenly 
spaced, or just shorten the longer branches by 
cutting them back to a side-shoot. Only prune 
when the plant is dormant, November to March. 


GARDENING TIPS

Among the best for autumn leaves is the Acer 
griseum, whose foliage turns orange and brilliant 
red in autumn, and which has the added interest 
of craggy, peeling bark in shades of orange-brown 
and cinnamon, which is most noticeable in winter 
when the tree is bare. It grows to a height of 
around 10m (30ft). 

Others will grow happily in containers, 
providing architectural structure and colour 
in areas which need them. Varieties ideal 
for pots include A. palmatum 'Garnet' and 
'Corallinum', which are slow-growing and 
will stay a manageable size in a pot, produc¬ 
ing deep rich red foliage before leaf fall. 

Other good choices for autumn include 
the snake bark maples including Acer davidii 
'George Forrest', with its red-stalked leaves, 
and the native field maple A. campestre, 
which has a broad, bushy habit and small 
green leaves which turn butter-yellow in 
autumn. 

The coral bark maple, A. palmatum 
'Sango-kaku', is renowned for its orange- 
red young stems which glow in winter light after 
the butter yellow autumn leaves have fallen. It's 
a good choice for a smaller garden because it has 
upwardly sweeping branches as a young tree. 

For those growing acers in containers, repot the

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plant every three to five years, either back into 
the same container with fresh compost, or into a 
slightly larger one. 

Remove the plant from its pot, then gently 
tease out the roots and cut back any large, coarse 
ones.

DURING a pivotal speech in 
Bill Condon's contentious film 
about the rise of WikiLeaks, 
founder Julian Assange 
paraphrases the words of 
Oscar Wilde as justification for 
using whistleblowers to shame 
governments into transparency. 

"Give a man a mask and 
he'll tell you the truth,'' drawls 
Assange to a hall of potential 
acolytes. Whether there is 
absolute truth in The Fifth 
Estate is debatable. 

Based in part on Daniel 
Domscheit-Berg's unflattering 
book, Condon's film has already 
been denounced by the website 
which insists most of the events 
depicted never happened. 

The film opens in London 
in July 2010 at the offices of 
The Guardian. Editor Alan 
Rusbridger (Peter Capaldi), 
deputy Ian Katz (Dan Stevens) 
and reporter Nick Davies (David 
Thewlis) are poised to publish 
their front page story about the 
Bradley Manning leaks. 

The film then rewinds two 


years to sketch the relationship 
between Assange (Benedict 
Cumberbatch) and Domscheit- 
Berg (Daniel Bruhl), who meet 
at a conference and embark on 
their quest to expose corruption 
within the upper echelons of 
power. 

Assange demands absolutely 
loyalty which puts intolerable 
strain on Domscheit- 
Berg's relationship with his 
girlfriend Birgitta (Carice van 
Houten). Meanwhile, Deputy 
Undersecretary of State Sarah 
Shaw (Laura Linney) becomes 
increasingly concerned by the 
power wielded by WikiLeaks. 

There are certainly elements 


of The Fifth Estate that beggar 
belief, including the central 
relationship between Assange 
and Domscheit-Berg. 

On screen the white- 
haired Australian founder is 
depicted as manipulative, 
self-serving and bullying. He 
treats everyone, particularly 
Domscheit-Berg, with lip¬ 
curling disdain which forces 
us to question why the two 
men would continue to work 
together when one is painted as 
a monster. 

However, Cumberbatch's 
portrayal of Assange is 
mesmerising. The vocal patterns 
and mannerisms all seem 


polished to perfection but 
the cold blackness in his eyes 
refuses to let us in, even for a 
second. 

Cumberbatch's theatrics are 
bolstered with solid support 
and Condon demonstrates 
directorial brio to realise the 
virtual world for the cinematic 
medium. 

Every character except for 
Assange abides by a moral 
compass through thick and thin, 
including the British media, 
painting the world as black and 
white. We don't need WikiLeaks 
to tell us that's an illusion.

NO matter how big our 
homes, we always seem 
to need more space. It’s 
amazing how the 
smallest families can fill 
every inch available. 

Even Russian oligarchs 
have taken to digging out 
the basements of their 
Kensington mansions. 

But if you need some 
extra room what are your 
options? Should you 
extend and will it add to 
the value of your house? 

According to research 
by Nationwide, adding an 
extension or a loft 
conversion can increase 
the value of a property by 
almost a quarter. For 
example, creating an 
extra bathroom could add 
six per cent to the value 
while adding another 
double bedroom can push 
up the value by 12 per 
cent. 

If you want to go a bit 
further, building an 
extension or loft- 
conversion to create a 
double bedroom and 
en-suite bathroom could 
add 23 per cent to the 
value and just increasing 
floor space by 10 per cent 
can add five per cent to 
the average value. 

A loft extension is one 
of the cheapest and least 
disruptive methods of 
increasing the size of 
your home as you can do 
all the building work first 
and then knock through 
to the rest once you are 
nearly finished. However, 
not all roofs are suitable 
and you will need at least 
2.3m of head height in 
your attic. 

In contrast, basements 
are one of the most 
expensive and disruptive 
forms of extensions. But 
if your garden is too 
small and your roof 
unsuitable, or if planning 
permission is difficult to 
obtain, they may be 
worth considering.

Beware the Undervaluer 


Despite the credit crunch, the 
British remain passionate about 
home ownership. Banks are also in 
the business of lending money, yet 
having burnt their fingers with 
wildly generous lending in the past 
they are keen not to make the 
same mistake again. 

There is one particular effect of 
changes in the mortgage market 
that could affect you if you are 
currently buying or selling. That is 
the undervaluing surveyor! 

When your property goes on the 
market, your agent s job is to 
secure the very highest price the 
market will pay. An experienced 
local estate agent should have a 
pretty accurate idea of what the 
market will pay (although beware 
those agents who suggest a very 
flattering figure to impress you to 
gain your property, which then 
might struggle to sell and go stale 
on the market!). 

Once that figure, or one close to 
it, has been achieved and a sale 


has been agreed, the buyer will 
invariably arrange for a formal 
valuation to support their 
mortgage application. However, 
these valuations are designed to 
be a safety net for the lender and 
valuers are increasingly aware of 
reducing risk both for their client 
(the bank), and themselves. They 
have traditionally been more 
concerned about the evidence of 
previous sales than they are about 
what the market will actually pay 
today and we are currently 
experiencing some surprisingly 
high figures being achieved. . 

So buyers and sellers alike, both of 
whom really do want to move, 
should be prepared for a slight 
downvaluation following the 
mortgage valuation inspection, but 
not let it deter them. Unless the 
valuation affects the ability to 
borrow enough, it does not always 
follow that the price itself is 
unrealistic and need not 
necessarily be renegotiated 
between buyer and seller.

I T turns out that seeing a line of 
MG3s in the flesh for the first 
time is something of an eye- 
opener. 

Colours, graphics and alloy 
wheel styles assault your eyes in 
a rather enjoyable way. 

It needs to be this way, too. 

After all, this is the first 
B-segment effort from a brand 
reshaped and rejuvenated from 
the dark days of Rover-sourced 
drudgery. 

Even then there were clear rays 
of hope from the heavily 
MG-tweaked ZR, ZS and ZT 
models, but the MG3 has got to 
be more than a mere spark in the 
dark - it really has to shine. 

Sure enough, what you get is a 
supremely well-priced package in 
four trim levels priced from just 
under £8,400 to a pound shy of 
£ 10 , 000 . 

At the top end in particular, 
where you can find Bluetooth, 
funky alloy wheels, leather trim 
details with red stitching and 
handy tech like parking sensors - 
the value for money is pretty 
incredible. 

On top of the list prices you can 


add a wide choice of graphics for 
the bonnet, roof and sides, plus 
swapping out the interior air vent 
surrounds for different colours. 

You can choose a combination 
that suits you and, to be honest, 
playing around with the look is a 
lot of fun. 

Even a top-spec MG3 with every 
option still weighs in at less than 
£11,500 though. 

There is just the one engine 
choice - for now at least. 

It’s a fizzy 1.5-litre petrol unit 
with a very healthy 105bhp on 
tap at just over 6,000rpm. 

Like any normally-aspirated 


petrol engine it needs lots of revs 
to pull you along with gusto, but 
extracting its modest 
performance is good fun - and 
not too hard on the pocket either, 
with my merciless treatment of 
the car over the first half of the 
route resulting in no less than 
33mpg. 

Taking it easy later on brought 
up figures in the mid-to-high 40s, 
which, surprisingly, aligns with 
the official figures. 

It’s a good chassis too, and for a 
set of slightly budget-feeling 
dampers the MG3 handles well 
enough to entertain even a 


seasoned sports car driver. 

The car has a humbler purpose 
than that though, and the 
steering is set up more to dial out 
any unpleasant kick-back from 
bumps rather than to deliver 
textural feel from the road 
surface. 

The engine responds to pedal 
inputs very quickly, with the revs 
leaping away from idle at the first 
sign of accelerator pressure. 

It seems a little over-eager at 
first but the upshot is that it’s 
very difficult to stall the car. 

Drivers new to the game will 
love that (and thinking back to 


the hesitant response of my own 
first car it’s definitely better this 
way). 

I’m surprised to discover just 
how likeable the interior is too. 

As a five-door, the MG3 has a 
fairly typical boot for the 
B-segment, but it has good rear 
legroom and a neat centre 
console arrangement that 
emphasises style without going 
overboard. 

No, the plastics aren’t fancy but 
it’s a simple, effective 
arrangement with a couple of 
cool touches, like digital displays 
within the dials for air movement 
control - not to mention the 
optional red air vent surrounds. 

The combination of the MG3’s 
style, customisation options, 
genuine driving talent and value 
for money is impressive. 

Factor in insurance ratings no 
higher than 4E and this car looks 
very tempting, especially for 
young buyers. 

I have to admit to being 
surprised by how much I like the 
MG3, and maybe on this 
occasion I’d have been right to 
judge the book by its cover..

DESPITE out-scoring their oppo¬ 
nents five to three in tries, the 
Rams still managed to lose on 
Saturday.

HAWKS chief executive Tommy 
Cunningham is refusing to hit 
the panic button in ‘slumptem- 
ber’ - after the club’s bright start 
to the season was derailed by 
poor league results and crashing 
out of two FA competitions. 

Following Harlow Town’s 4-0 
thrashing at Leatherhead in the 
FA Trophy, Cunningham moved 
quickly to quash any rumours 
boss Danny Chapman could be 
axed - and said the target was 
still promotion from Ryman divi¬ 
sion one north this season, 
despite accruing just four points 
from a possible 12 in the last 
month. 

“We are all a bit disappointed. 
In the last three games we have 
gone out of two competitions, 
which we would have liked to 
have stayed in a bit longer. But 
the most important thing is the 
league,” said Cunningham. 

“I am a great believer in things 
happening for a reason and look¬ 
ing at the league, our challenge is 
promotion. We have brought 
players in to improve the side. 
Looking at the league, promotion 
is still a realistic proposition for 
us. We are still looking to do that. 
But these [last] three results have 
not put a smile on our faces. 

“The plan is simple - get pro¬ 
moted, and we will do everything 
we can to help Danny [Chapman] 
achieve that with the players,” 
said Cunningham. 

“I honestly don’t want to put 
pressure on Danny but we still 
want to get promoted. Last sea¬ 
son Maldon and Tiptree beat us 


9-1. They were 16 points clear 
[then] but Grays romped it [to the 
title]. 

“We have played 11 games. We 
want to get promotion. There is 
investment and everything going 
on. If we get promoted, it will 
make such a difference to the 
club. 

“We are always going to score 
goals but we always look like we 
are going to concede. But I would 
rather win 5-4 than 1-0.” 

Cunningham says it is time that 
the club had some stability, and 


Chapman - who took over as 
boss in February 2011 - will 
remain in charge. 

“When I was in charge Steve 
Ray had confidence in me. If he 
had not given me time we would 
not have got promoted [to the 
Ryman premier division]. We 
need stability [now]. I don’t 
believe in chopping and chang¬ 
ing the manager for the sake of it. 
The [new] manager will change 
the team. 

“Danny had a tough time last 
year and he learnt a lot from it. As 


a side we are still evolving. We 
are the second highest goalscor- 
ers in the league. We have got 17 
points. We wanted 20 points, that 
would have been our target [to 
date]. We are where we need to 
be. We need to stick at it.” 

The Hawks are without a game 
this weekend. 

They were due to visit Chatham 
Town this Saturday. 

However, this game has now 
been rescheduled for November 
12 due to the Kent side’s FA Cup 
involvement this weekend.
